PARIS, July 28.—On information 
received from a private and “ reliahle ”’ 
source, the Matin tomorrow morning 
will print a story of the execution July 
2 in Leningrad of sixteen alumni of 
the Imperial Alexander acaaemy. The 
execution took place without trial and 
among those shot, according to the 
Matin, was the czar’s last premier, 
Prince Nicholas Golitzine, who was 76 
years old. 

Some sixty other alumni of the 
school, which for more than a century 
served as the _ intellectual training 
ground of the aristicratic Russian 
youths, were deported to the extreme 
north of Russia. 

The decision of the Bolshevik gov- 
ernment to wipe out all the influences 
of the Imperial Alexander academy, by 
suppressing all its former students, 
was provoked, the Matin declares, by 
information reaching Moscow concern- 
ing the creation in Paris of a fund 
for the benefit of the destitute alumni 
of this institution.

Oklahoma City, Okla., July 23.—@ 
—Gov. Trapp today asked Lonnie B. 
Yates, county attorney of Jackson 
tounty, to file a motion in state dis- 
trict court for the return there of 
Johnny Washington from the state 
penitentiary so that a new date can 
be set for his execution. 

Washington is a negro murderer 
whom the state forgot to electrocute 
on June 19. Warden W. S. Key ran 
across the fact yesterday that while 
his records proclaimed Washington 
dead, ge man was stil] eating three 
meals ‘a day. He came at once to 
the governor. 

The situation resulted from the fact 
that the governor had given Washing- 
ton a. six months’ stay of execution so 
that his attorneys could perfect an 
appeal. The stay expired June 19, but 
no appeal had been filed. Apparently 
the only person who appreciated the 
significance of the date was the pris- 
oner and he maintained a stony sai- 
lence. Washington cannot legally be 
executed on any other date except 
by order of the, court that tried him.

FEZ, French Morocco, July 23.—The 
complete initiative along the entire 
north Moroccan front rests tonight 
with the French after three days of 
hard fighting, following notable suc- 
cesses beginning with the relief of Ain 
Aicha and Matouf. 

About 1,000 Riffians and rébellious 
Moors are in flight northwards of Tan- 
out, endeavoring to drive herds of cat- 
tle and flocks of sheep before them, 
and pursued mercilessly by almost 100 
bombing planes, with machine gunners 
firing on the fleeing Riffians. 

More than two dozen villages within 
a radius of eight miles of Tanout are 
in flames from the intensive bombard- 
ment by artillery, which has continued 
without cessation for the last seventy 
hours. The guns are escorted and 
protected by spahis and mounted 
chasseurs d’Afric, advancing over the 
successive hill crests. 


Artillery Speeds Drive. 

The French have employed a large 
number of 155 m. m. guns which have 
proved particularly effective against 
the enemy's entrenched positions and 
rocky craters surmounting the hills, 
but the greater mobility of the 75 guns 
and the 956 had won great credit. 

Dense clouds of choking dust rise 
high over the roads and trails north- 
ward of Ain Aicha, over which con- 
voys of pack mules push their way for- 
ward, escorted by infantry, ambu- 
lances, field hospitals, and mobile wire- 
less groups. The fighting is not as it 
was along the solid front in France, 
but is one of movement. 


French Marching Barefooted. 

These tired and footsore and sun- 
burnt and blistered battalions of the 
army of France deserve great credit 
for their achievements of the last 
week. Many organizations are deci- 
mated, most of them are in rags, and 
I have seen some marching barefooted. 
The scorching African sun has peeled 
the skin from their faces, necks, and 
shoulders, their hair, eyebrows, and 
beards are white from the dust of the 
road, and at times it is difficult to dis- 
tinguish the blackest Senegalese tirail- 
leur from a blond haired Saxon of the 
foreign legion. 

The moral effect of the French ad- 
vance first showed itself today in the 
region north of Tourall, where one 
Moorish tribe which had been forced by 
Abd-el Krim’s agents to rebel against 
the French suddenly went into a revolt | 
against the Riff leaders and open 
gotiations to return to the French 
tection.

John Enetish; his daughter, or with 
any oneé in the executive mansion. 

When at last the wife became con- 
vinced her efforts at the capital would 
avail nothing, her lawyers announced 
she would return by automobile for 
Chicago... She was to arrive here be- 
fore daylight thts morning and make 
one last effort’ to see Scott before the 
execution. | 

Meantime efforts in Scott's behalf 
in Chicago had not been abandoned 
either. Attorneys William Scott Stew- 
art and W. W. O’Brien appeared at 
the county jail, and it was reported 
Tthat Scott’s Windsor and Detrcit 
friends, represented by Mrs. Isabelle 
J. Hurst and Mrs. William A. Mc- 
Graw, who were in the city of Detroit, 
were contemplating suing out a writ 
of habeas corpus on the grounds of 
insanity.

Electrical farming is starting to come 
along,-and out here in the tall and un- 
eut 900 farms are receiving electrical 
power from central power stations. The 
radio is everywhere; the power driven 
washing machine, vacuum cleaner and 
cream separator are becoming ordinary 
equipment of the farmhouse. 

Nowadays, a modernized farmer in 
western Kansas is able to drive a com- 
bifation machine into a wheat field, 
out and thresh as he goes along and 
come out @t the gate with the grain 
ready for trucking to the elevator, He 


Can deliver and sell his wheat and get 


his money on the same day he cuts it. 
Prosperity when measured in dollars 
this season {s not so very far behind 
last year. Winter wheat this year in 
Kansas is only half the volume of last 
year’scrop. It stands 74,000,000 bush- 
els, 48 against 153,000,000 last year. 
But the corn crop prospects are as 
large, |

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MUSSOLINI AND THE 
BATHS OF CARACALLA.. . 


One of the London papers discdvers that there 
ig an “ occult’ movement afoot to yank Mussolini 
out of his job as Supreme Boss of Italy. If we 
| were Mr. Mussolini we wouldn't worry much about | 
“occult ’ movements, particularly such ones as 
this which is said to have its springs in Moscow, 
Wall street, and intermediate points. 

However, we don't expect Mr. Mussolini to take 
the advice because he seems to spend most of his 
time worrying about holding his job. After his 
Fascist army had seen, to it that a majofity of 
Fascist! were elected to parliament, the opposition 
walked out. Then Mussolini, who wasn't satisfied 
with that, fired half his cabinet and took over 
their jobs. Then he made his own boys in pariia- 
ment vote him unlimited power. Even that wasn't 
enough. When hé wasn’t worried any more about 


, either the parliamentary opposition or his own 


party he began to worry about the unofficial oppo- 
sition; so he, as the cabinet, voted himself, as 
minister of justice, the interior and what not, the 
right to close up opposition néwspepers and 
mouths. And still he’s worrted. 

The moral seems to be that the age of dictators 
is past. Dictators in the old days justified them- 
gelves by getting things dene. The citizenry took 
them for granteti and let them go ahead. Nowadays 
the citizenry, trained in representative government 
her the fights of man, won't stay put and the 
dictators know it. Lenin and Mussolini, the out- 
standing examples, are seen spending most of their 
itime maintaining themselves in office, and_ the 
business of governing has to be secondary. There 
is nothing “occult” about this. Theoretically, a 
dictator today ought to be as useful in accomplish- 
ing things as he ever was, Practically, Mussolini 
has been a good deal of a washout since he per- 
formed his one notable service, the suppression of 
the Reds. 

There are plenty of monuments in Rome to the 
soundness of the dictatorial idea in government, 
but none of them, it need scarcely be added, bears 
the name of Mussolini. The forum is Trajan's 
and the baths are Caracalla’s. Caracalla, by the 
, reigned for just six years, but when he died 
in 217, after murdering 20,000 members of the 
opposition, including his own brother, he had com- 
pleted the arch of Septimus Severus in the forum 
and in sundry other ways had done a good dea! for 
the old home town.

The best repellent: that 
an ordinary man will put up with is a 
mixture of paraffin and-camphor, but it 
does not succeed overly. well. Oil of tar 
or a mixture of kerosene and penpy- 
royal oil are more efficient, but few peo- 
ple will put up with their offensive qual-’ 
ities. ( 

Wherever practicable; he advises the 
use of electric fans us the best method 
of keeping sand flies irom entering open 
dours. Children sleeping in air cur- 
rents from electric fans are not often 
bitten. Ineidentally, let me add, that 
sitting or sleeping in such a current is 
a good way for a bald headed man to 
escape annbyanhce from flies. It is also 
a good: plan for escaping mosquito bites. 

MOSQUITOES. 

A properly screened house ig an ¢ex- 
cellent means of protection against mos- 
quitoes, especially for the members of 
the family whe do not go out to work.

Foreign Policy.

BERLIN, July 23.—The foreign pol- 
icy of Chancellor Luther and Foreign 
Minister Stresemann received the offi- 
cial indorsement of the reichstag to- 
day by a vote of 235 to 158 after the 
radical elements’ motion of no confi- 
dence in Herr Stresemann had been 
defeated by an overwhelming major- 
ity. The Socialists, Who had supported 
the government’s security treaty policy 
in their speeches, joined the Fascists 
and communists in voting against the 
ministry. The vote is a victory for the 
security treaty proposal and advances 
the cause of peace in Europe. 


Balks at League Control. 


The vote followed a series of speeches 
wherein the most important was that 
of Dr. Luther. The chancellor reiter- 
ated Dr. Stresemann’s declarations of 
yesterday when he asserted: 

“ A definite settlement of the general 
questions now under discussion is pos- 
sible anly after all the questions con- 
nected with the disarmament problem 
and the evacuation of the northern 
Rhineland zone are adjusted satisfac- 
torily. The so-called investigation of 
the protocol also does not fit in with 
the spirit of the new agreements now 
being sought.”’ 

With these words Dr. Luther went a 
step beyond Dr. Stresemann when he 
incicated clearly that Germany is un- 
willing to accept league of nations con- 
trol of German armaments if the secu- 
rity pact is signed.

New Managers Need- 
ed, Civic Body Says. 


Members of the city fire department 
were warned in a bulletin issued by 
the Civic federation yesterday that 
they must seek better management of 
their pension fund or expect trou le. 

“In pension matters,” said a state 
ment signed by Clayton Mark, presi- 
dent, and Douglas Sutherland,. secre- 
tary, for the federation, “the firemen 
are suffering from extremely unin- 
telligent leadership in a period during 
which they have need of constructive 
help in order to save their pension 
fund. 

Raps Attack on Reserve Plan. 
“ Their ‘so-called actuary and ac- 
countant appeared before the senate 
revenue committee in Springfield on 


‘behalf of house bill 321, and indicated 


his disapproval of a sound reserve 
plan for the firemen’s pension fund. 
The firemen must realize that if they 
are to continue to have any pension 
fund, it will have to be upon a sound 
reserve basis, along the lines laid 
down by the report of the Illinois pen- 
sion laws commission.
